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The amendment received March 22, 2004 has been made of record. Claims 1-20 
are pending. 

Claims 1-9, 11, 14-16, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over JP '396 abstract. 

This rejection is maintained for reasons of record. Applicants' arguments in 
traversal of this rejection focus on the newly added limitation to the substantial absence 
of lead. It is the position of the examiner that, since the reference allows a suitable 
alternative to lead compounds in each of the main components, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to produce a lead free sliding material by 
following the teachings of the reference. 

Claims 10, 12, 13, 17 and 19-20 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
